On** of the first important du­ 
ties to confront the new board of 
Adams county commissioners is 
adjustment of the triennial as­ 
sessment of Adams county prop­ 
erty for purposes of taxation. 
There have been times in the 
past when the tendoncy has been 
to boost skyward property values 
in order to increase the revenue 
for the county and thereby pro­ 
vide more money to spend. 
Some assessors seem to feel it 
is their duty to increase assess­ 
ment values on general princi­ 
ples, oral without 
regard 
for 
facts in the ca^e. 
Other asses­ 
sors, unfortunately, are not famil­ 
iar enough with nroperty values 
to make equitable adjustments. 
To correct these evils and a r­ 
rive at honest values and assess­ 
ments, the county commissioners 
will sit as a board of tax revi­ 
sion beginning next Monday and 
continuing tin*ii the end of tho 
month, in the various townships 
and boroughs. 
They 
will 
en­ 
deavor 
to 
determine 
whether 
“any of the valuations by the 
assessors have been made above 
or below a jurt rate according to 
the several acts of the general 
assembly.” 
All three 
commissioners 
are 
property owners in the county 
and they ought to bo familiar 
with the value* of farm and rural 
lands. 
If they are not. the re- 
tir ng sheriff can no doubt give 
them some definite information. 
Town property, too, is at its low­ 
est. although prospects for an in­ 
crease in both town and farm 
land and property is bright.

One of the strangest phenom-

and small cities is the apparent

Yet many of these same 
proud bosoters will deliberately 
engage in a practice whicn nulli­ 
fies all their otherwise laudable

why the town doesn’t go ahead. 
We refer to the habit of buy­ 
ing away from home, which is 
largely responsible for the fail­ 
ure* of many communities to make 
the progress which their natural 
advantages should make possible. 
The money that ought to be kept 
at home for the expansion of 
local trade and industry is sent 
away to distant cities, never to 
return, through the indifference 
or thoughtlessness of the very 
persons who should set an ex­ 
ample of local pride and loyalty. 
A trifling saving 
here 
and 
there, usually 
more 
imaginary 
than real, is sufficient to cause 
lh** average citizen to forget his 
duty to hi 
community 
and 
to 
himself. 
which

performed 
would mean more in the direction 
of local prosperity than all his 
other boosting efforts 
put
